Telegraphic Pretits. 


The Western Union Telegraph Company 
has $27,311,600 of stock. On the 30th of June 
1872 it had 62,0382 miles of line with 187,199 
miles of wire and 631 offices. It employed 
8,847 operators who last year sent 12,444,495 
dispatches, or an increase of 1,778,423 over 
the year before. The gross receipts were 
$5,457,005 and expenses $5,666,863, leaving 
net profit $2,770,232. The business increased 
over the previous year, $819,644 in grose re. 
ceipts, $562,075 in expenses and $257,570 in 
net profits. 

For six yenrs its net profits have been $17,- 
116,694, or nearly three millions a year. Of 
this amount $4,856,879 was given in divi- 
ends, and $10,861,412 spent on new lines.

Wheeler started for the unsurveyed moun-

through the canyon, baffled in an attewpt to 
scale the main ridge a doszen miles from town 
by an almost pe: pendicular Indian trail and 
a stubborn, heavily-iaden packed train, the 
Lieutenant kept a eoutherly couree over the 
line of foot hills onthe west of the main 
ridge.

and the next day, afier a night made 
anxious by the loes of two of the party, 
whom waitch-fires and carbine shots failed to 
guide to camp, (but who came in late next 
morning, after a cold and sleepless watch,) 
[sat long on a prominent peak with ato 
pographer, enjoying the novel grandeur of 
the view. e were 10.000 feet alove the 
sea, on the western of twin peaks, above the 
main source of the Sevier. Below us, on 
the south, we looked down upon a vast 
mountain system, spread oat on a plain 
several thousand feet lower than the country 
norf{ of-us. The whole region south seemed 
Po have sunk in some Titanic convulsion of 
nature, or the region on the north to have 
been erected by sume volcanic force whose
